World's Richest Man and Oil King 


Seventy-six Years of Age Today 


—Health Is Improved.

Tarrytown, N. Y., July 8.—John D. 
Rockefeller, oil king and "the richest 
man In the world," loday Is celebrat- 
ing his seventy-sixth birthday. Be- 
cause it was feared lhal the "Free 
Speechers," the I. W. W.'s and the 
Ferrer anarchists might pick today as 
a good one for another demonstration 
against Rockefeller because of his at- 
titude in the recent Colorado strike 
war, a heavier guard than usual was 
placed about the great mansion in 
Pocantico Hills. The oil king's son. 
John D. Jr., was expected to -spend 
the day here with his father. 
Hundreds of telegrams and 
mes- 
sages of congratulation poured into 
the Rockefeller home today from all 
sections of the globe, where Rockefel- 
ler has business and personal friends. 
Many messages came from 
royalty 
and the crown heads of Europe. Rock- 
efeller on his seventy-sixth birthday 
Is accredited with a fortune close to 
a billion, thus making him the only 
billionaire in the world. The assess- 
ment of his property in Cleveland 
some months ago, when he refused to 
pay taxes there, placed his holdings 
far in excess of $800,000,000. 
According to John D.'s physician, 
Dr. F. H. Bigger, Rockefeller's health 
is better today than it has been in 
many years. He continues his daily 
program of a game of golf, an auto- 
mobile ride, and perhaps a bicycle 
ride. 
Despite 
many reports that 
Rockefeller's health is bad, Dr. Bigger 
declares his wealthy patient is un- 
usually healthy and vigorous for a 
man of his years, and especially when 
the early cares and worries he went 
through are taken into consideration.

Many a farm woman finds it diffi- 


cult to write letters, to make memo- 
randa, to copy recipes, and to keep ac- 
counts, simply because she has no 
conveniences at hand. Her paper is 
la one place; her ink in another; her 
pen ill another; and perhaps the only 
table which she can use must be 
cleared before she can find a place 
to write. 
This is unfortunate for 


many reasons: It cuts her off from 
friends -who expect to hear from her 
and it also makes it difficult to put 
housekeeping on a "business basis," 
as we are so often told nowadays that 
it should be. 
A farm woman should 


know whether on the whole it costs 
more to buy a given article than to 
spend in making It time which might 
be otherwise employed, aud she will 
never know until she keeps accounts. 
Oftentime», too, there is a record to 
be kept in connection with the sale 
of butter, eggs, chickens, or other 
farm produce. It costs very little to 
get the necessary equipment for con- 
venient letter writing, and account 
keeping (the paper, pens, erasers, pa- 
per clips, and what not), and a place 
In which these can be kept together 
and used can also be obtained at very 
low cost.

Every parent knows that even 
the naturally 
bright child appears 
sometimes to be,dull. And>then there 
is the child who is -clearly 'behind 
others of his age. He does not get on 
wellin school, for one thing. He may 
fall -aSyear or two behind Ms proper 
grade; and when this happens he be- 
comea a source of trouble.,to every 
oneRjioiself included. Thisi.ch'lld may 
not "Be. us quick in nnderstanidnife what 
is saidu to. him in the .ho!meVa.B he 
oughfctorhe, and this leads.'.to his be- 
ing scolded by those who think he is 
wilfuily-TJeSHgent. 'TMjjs are'children 
of atTft'typ'e'who are hardly*-.ever free 
from censure, either lti- the school or 
in th'ertLOme.

What can be the causes iof this un- 
happy, condition? Durin&'the past ten 
or K..y*ars mett in Ml\ parts pt'the 
world have been iriyestigatins the 
dull^chUd* • •'•iEhey hawe discovered a 
variety of contritions that may pro- 
duce dullness but only the more prom- 
inent_>and .-prevalent of these condi- 
tions wUl be mentlpnud at this time.

which is due wholly to the way m 
which cKlldren are trained from the 
second or third year up to maturity. 
This is "the •'laclfot! mental 'concentra- 
tion. No child can get-along very well 
in the home or in.'the school unless he 
can keep his mind <m the thing which 
is being said >to"h!lmv or the task, 
which has been assigned him, or the 
work he is trying to--accomplish. It 
he is distracted by everything that 
is happening' aroitnd nittt, he will be 
certain to fall behind in the school: 
and he will be a «$au-iel of, annoyance 
in the home, because lie. cannot read- 
ily get the directions which are giv- 
en him ' The're; are1 many conditions 
en him and he carenot command his 
attention so as to .do what .is expect- 
ed of him. ' TheTe are. many condi- 
tions in moflern life-which tend to 
produce scattermintredness; but this 
subject must be discussed at another 
time. 
Men who have' B'een Investigating 
this matter of dullness have recently 
called attention to certain., physical 
defects found in many children, all 
of which seriously handicap them in 
their mental work." The first is ut- 
fective vision. At least 45 per cent 
of all children,over the age of five 
have defective eyesight to such an 
extent'that if It is not corrected they 
will be practically certain to drop bb- 
hind,,in, their schol .work. The larger 
part of school work today depends 
upon clear, accurate' "ision. 
When 
this is not possible the pupil is cer- 
tain to make ail kinds ol mistakes, 
and he cannot get tilings as quickly 
as Wts"i-tfe-Hows''-who have normal eye- 
sight. Futher, every defect of eye- 
sight, if not corrected.smeans a waste 
of nervous energy.. 
. . 
The child may be long-sighted or 
short-sighted, or worse-'-still;- the very 
common defect known. as 
astigma- 
tism, and .if these defejcts are not cor- 
rected by prober glasses such a child 
will be using his nervous force' all 
the time to overcome eyestrain, and 
he will tend to becptne inert, unre- 
sponsive,' dull, and evetn stupid. There 
is but one thing'to 'do for such a 
child; fit him with glasses prescribed 
by a competent specialist. No parent 
of a child over five years of 
age 
shduld"ler;lfJiri"g6 \e> school without 
•having his eyes teste'd"by a cap'able 
man. Even if he i& bright, his eyes 
should be examined' so that if there 
is any difficulty it may be overcome 
in order to save nervous energy. In 
some countries, and .in some cities 
of our own country, it is prescribed 
by law that a child's eyes must be 
examined at least once a year by1 a 
school: physician, or by some otlier 
competent person. -This is an. emi- 
nently wise law.
